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New Quincy Center 
Bridge Gets Go- Ahead

The Planning Board gave 
its blessing to a Quincy 
Center bridge that will con- 
nect Burgin Parkway to Cli- 
veden Street. 

The board granted a spe- 
cial permit for the bridge, 
which Mayor Thomas Koch 


has dubbed the Generals - 


Bridge, during its meeting 
on March 13. The city’s 
zoning ordinances were 
amended last year to require 
a special permit before any 
bridge could be built in the 
city; the change was made 


after - Boston introduced 
plans to rebuild the Long Is- 
land Bridge. 

Construction of the Gen- 
erals Bridge is expected to 
take two years, according 
to Frank Tramontozzi,. an 
engineer for the city, and 
will statt this spring. The 
state paid for the design of 


. the new bridge and will also 


pay for its construction and 
future upkeep. The bridge 
will cost about $10 million, 
Tramontozzi said. 

The new bridge will have 
one 11-foot travel lane: in 


each direction, plus a five- 
foot shoulder. There will be 
a sidewalk on each side of 
the bridge as well. Motor- 
ists will only be allowed to 
take a right-hand turn onto 
the bridge and a right-hand 
turn off it. 

The bridge will provide 
access from Burgin .Park- 
way to the Ross Lot area, 
where FoxRock Properties 
is proposing a development 
with a medical office build- 
ing, a 140-room hotel and 
110 residential units.

Since construction began at North Quincy, the North 


Quincy Hancock Street facility has filled to capacity by 
roughly 7:30 a.m. each weekday. The North Quincy New- 
port Avenue facility has been filling to capacity a little later, 


typically between 7:45 a.m. and 8 a.m. There are a total of 
613 spaces available at the North Quincy surface lots during 
construction (260 spaces at Hancock Street and 353 spaces 
at Newport Avenue). 

Other parking facilities in the area include Braintree (sur- 
face lot and garage), Quincy Adams (surface lot and garage) 
and Wollaston. 

WOLLASTON 

The MBTA has been encouraging overflow parkers from 
North Quincy to park at Wollaston. There has been an uptick 
in parking at Wollaston, which has 403 available spaces, but 
the facility is still only ~30-40% utilized. 

BRAINTREE 

Braintree garage has been filling to capacity between 
7:15 a.m. and 7:45 a.m., though the Braintree surface lot 
environment has not. 

QUINCY ADAMS 

Quincy Adams garage is also highly utilized, though it 
generally does not fill to capacity. 

The MBTA will continue to assess parkiog capacity at 
the Red Line South stations during construction of the Red 
Line projects.

New property valuations may not be put into effect for 
1967 tax bills, the board of assessors disclosed today. 

William J. Callahan, chairman of the Board of Assessors, 
attributed the possibility of a delay to a likely postpone- 
ment of distribution of State Aid information and the need 
for time to review the valuation recommendation of Cole, 
Layer and Trumble. 

In the same statement, Mr. Callahan said a board deci- 
sion to postpone use of the new values until 1968 may not 
bring on court action to force 1967 use of the new figures. 
(Editor’s note: The 100% valuations contained in the Cole, 
Layer and Trumble report were never used. Full, fair (100%) 
valuation of real and personal property was not implement- 
ed until FY 1984.)

Eggless, Milkless, Butterless

Today’s recipe is one that I have shared 
a couple of times but worth repeating. You 
will see: that the recipe does not call for 
eggs, milk or butter and is a great recipe for 
people who have allergies to dairy.

A traditional Irish staple food side dish 
since the [8thcentury of mashed potatoes 
mixed with garden-grown kale or cabbage, 
had emerged as a staple food hearty and fill- 
ing that would keep the workingman sati- 
ated for a decent stretch of time. 

The dish became such an adored part of 
Irish cuisine that children’s songs have been 
written about it. Here is my version: 


3 Ibs yellow “floury” or red potatoes, 
peeled & quartered 

1/2 cup nut based cream (I like “NUT- 
PODS” or “Milkadamia” unsweetened 
always). . 

1/4 cup ghee 

1 white onion, diced (traditionally 
leeks are used in this dish, feel free to ex- 


1 large clove garlic, minced 
Bay leaf 
1/2 head of cabbage, chopped 


cold water. Mix altogether and beat about 2 
minutes or until well blended. 

Pour into a greased cake pan and bake 
for 35 minutes or until toothpick comes out 
clean. 

Frost cake when cooled with Sweet Po- 
tato Chocolate Frosting. 


FROSTING RECIPE: 


1 15 ounce can of pure sweet potato puree’ 
10ounces of semi-sweet chocolate chips 
1/4 cup of cocoa powder 


Cook the can-of sweet potato puree in a 
saucepan and bring to a simmer over me- 
dium heat stirring often so the potato puree 
does not stick. 

Remove from heat and add 10 ounces of 
semi-sweet chocolate chips and 1/4 cup co- 
coa pdwder.; ' 

Stir until well blended and cool. 

Place in refrigerator to cool before frost- 
ing your cake. 

Leftover frosting should be stored in the 
refrigerator, . 

This recipe will make enough to frost a 
9x13 cake. 


Avocado oil and Kerry gold butter for 
sautéing 


Bring a large pot of salted water with bay 
leaf to a boil. Cook potatoes 12-15 minutes 
or until fork tender. Discard bay leaf. 

Cook onion or leeks, and cabbage over 
medium heat in half avocado oil and half 
ghee until onion is translucent and cabbage 
is tender. Add garlic and Season with salt 
and pepper 

Mash potatoes adding “cream” and 1/4 
cup ghee as needed. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

Gently fold together mashed potatoes, 
cabbage and onions. Top with additional 
melted butter if desired.

According to a new study 
of over 650,000 children, 
the measles, mumps, and 
rubella vaccine does not in- 
crease the risk of autism and 
does not trigger autism in 
children who are at risk. 

Apprehensions regarding 
a potential link between the 
MMR vaccine’ and autism 
have persisted for twenty 
years, since a controversial 
and ultimately retracted 
1998 paper falsely declared 
there was a direct connec- 
tion. Still though subse- 
quent studies haven’t linked 
vaccination to autism, fear 
about the risk has persisted 
to the point that in several 
communities across Europe 
and the U.S., vaccination 
rates have been too low to 
prevent measles outbreaks. 

Researchers utilized a 
population registry to evalu- 
ate whether the MMR vac- 
cine increased the risk of 
autism in children born in 
Denmark between 1999 
and 2010. A large cohort of 
657,461 children were fol- 
lowed with the researchers 


documenting diagnoses of 
autism spectrum disorder as 
well as known risk factors 
including age of the parents, 
diagnosis of autism in a sib- 
ling, preterm birth and low 
weight at birth. 

Over 95% of the children 
received the MMR vaccine, 
and 6,517 were diagnosed 
with autism. Findings, pub- 
lished in the journal Annals 
of Internal Medicine indi- 
cated that the MMR vaccine 
did not increase the risk of 
autism in children who were 
not considered at risk for the 
disorder. and did not trigger 
it in those who were at risk. 
Additionally, children who 
received the MMR vaccine 
were seven percent less like- 
ly to develop autism than 
children who didn’t get vac- 
cinated, while children with 
autistic siblings were more 
than seven times more likely 
to be diagnosed with autism 
than kids without this mony 
history. 

Boys were four times 
more likely to be diagnosed 
with autism. than girls and 
children who’ had no child- 
hood vaccinations were 17 
percent more likely to be 


diagnosed with autism than 
kids who did get recom- 
mended vaccinations. Early 
symptoms of autism can 
vary but may include re- 
petitive behaviors like hand 
flapping or body rocking, 
extreme resistance to chang- 
es in routine, and sometimes 
aggression or self-injury. 

The notion that vaccines 
cause autism is still around 
and is still getting a lot of 
exposure in social media, 
with anti-vaccine groups 
becoming more vocal and 
even celebrities and politi- 
cians spreading fear of .vac- 
cines. The biggest contri- 
bution of the study was the 
inclusion of children at risk 
of autism. 

Measles is a highly con- 
tagious virus that can be 
fatal. It begins with a fever 
that can last a couple of 
days, followed by a cough, 
runny nose and pink eye, A 
rash develops on the face 
and neck and then dissemi- 
nates to the rest of the body. 
In severe cases, pneumonia 
and encephalitis, an inflam- 
mation of the brain, can 
ensue. People with measles 
can spread the virus for sev-

eral days before and after 
the rash appears. The virus 
can survive for up to two 
hours on surfaces where an 
infected person coughs or 
sneezes. People can become 
infected by breathing in 
droplets or touching a con- 
taminated surface and then 
touching their eyes, nose or 
mouth. 

A meager five percent 
reduction in vaccination 
eoverage can triple measles 
cases in the community, re- 
searchers noted. 

The myth connecting 
vaccines and autism grew 
out of a 1998 study by An- 
drew Wakefield, published 
in the medical journal The 
Lancet. Wakefield had been 
compensated by a law firm 
planning to sue manufactur- 
ers of the MMR vaccine, 
and in 2010, he lost his 
medical license. In 2011, 
The Lancet retracted the 
study after an inquiry found 
that Wakefield altered or 
misrepresented information 
on the 12 children who were 
the foundation for the con- 
clusion of his study. Several 
subsequent studies attempt- 
ing to reproduce the results 


have found no link between 
vaccines and autism. 

Researchers point out 
that parents should not skip 
the vaccine out of fear for 
autism, and that the dangers 
of not vaccinating include 
resurgence in measles, 
evident in the form of out- 
breaks. At this point, there 
have been 17 previous stud- 
ies done in seven countries, 
three different continents, 
involving hundreds of thou- 
sands of children that show 
no link. Yet the myth of a 
connection between vac- 
cines and autism continues 
to be used by anti-vaccine 
activists, who have been 
held responsible for the 
ongoing measles outbreaks 
across the United States. 
At least 206 US cases of 
measles have been recorded 
in 2019, after 372 cases in 
2018, according to the US 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention: 

Worldwide, measles 
cases escalated by 48.4% 
between 2017 and 2018, ac- 
cording to UNICEF calcu- 
lations from World Health 
Organization data. Ten 
countries, including Brazil,

the Philippines and France, 
accounted for almost three- 
quarters of the total increase 
in measles cases in 2018. 
The World Health Organi- 
zation has regarded vaccine 
hesitancy, the reluctance or 
refusal to vaccinate despite 
the availability of vaccines, 
as a top 10 threat to global 
health in 2019. Researchers 
warn that we are at a tip- 
ping point, and that people 
need to comprehend that a 
choice not to get a vaccine 
is not risk-free. It’s actually 
a choice that increases the 
risk, and unfortunately right 
now, we are experiencing 
the consequences of those 
decisions.

Winter concerts at the 
Thomas Crane Public Li- 
brary continue Sunday, 
March 24 at 3 p.m. with an 
acoustic set of African-in- 
spired music performed: by 
the Albino Mbie Trio. 

Albino Mbie is an award- 
winning musician, guitarist, 
singer, composer, sound and 
mixing engineer who was 
born in Maputo, the capital 
of Mozambique, a country 
in southern Africa known 
for its rich musical and cul- 
tural heritage. Always re- 
sourceful and determined, 
when he was 16 Mbie built 
his first guitar from a 5-liter 
can of oil, scrap wood, and 
strings made out of electri- 
cal cords. 

Drawn to the sounds of 
neighborhood street musi- 
cians in Maputo, Mbie al- 
ways wanted to combine 
styles and incorporate di- 
verse elements in his music. 
For his talents to grow, he 
knew he needed to experi- 
ence new places, cultures, 
and sounds. While in Uni- 
versity, studying music 


in Mozambique, he heard 
about the Berklee School of 
Music, in Boston. Soon, he 
was one of the first students 
to receive a full scholarship 
through Berklee’s African 
Scholars program and in 
2009, he moved across the 
ocean. 

At Berklee, Mbie dove 
deep into the roots of jazz 
and expanded his knowledge 
of music while working with 


his mentors, Richard Bona 


and Lionel Loueke, two of 
the most prominent African 
musicians in the US. today. 
With their help he began 
to. combine his love of jazz 
with his own Mozambican 
traditions. 2 

Today, his ‘music incor- 
porates his musical experi- 
ences from Mozambique, 
the U.S., and many other 
places around the world, 
combining rhythmic pat- 
terns and musical concepts 
to create a unique wheel cee 
sound.

Ask Rusty — Maximizing 


Social Security Benefits

Dear Rusty: I am currently 68 and ant waiting to take 
maximum benefits at age 70. I have been retired for 3 and 
a half years. My wife turned 62 in February of this year. 
She stopped working around 1994. What is the best way to 
maximize our SS benefits? Both of us have longevity on our 
side. My wife’s parents lived into their 80s, her grandmother 
lived to 96. My mother lived to 84, my father to 98. We 
are both very active, no big health issues. Signed: Planning 
Ahead 

Dear Planning: You’re already on a path to maximize 
your benefits by waiting until you are.70 to clairn. Given 
that both of you are in good health and assuming you both 
live a long life, maximizing your wife’s benefit will yield 
you the most in cumulative Social Security benefits. 

- .Assuming you are the higher-earner, your wife’s highest 
benefit will probably be her benefit as your spouse, so’maxi- 

mizing her spousal benefit would be an excellent strategy. 
Although your wife is eligible to collect her own SS benefit 
at age 62, if she does so her eventual spousal benefit will be 
reduced to something less than 50% sf la teftremeat 
age (FRA) benefit. 

Here’s how that works: A spousal benefit, if taken at 


one’s full retirement age (66 % for your wife), is 50% of 


the higher-earning spouse’s benefit at his‘full retirement age 
(not the increased benefit you get by waiting until age 70). 
But if the spousal benefit is taken earlier than full retire- 
ment age it is reduced actuarially according to the number 
of months before FRA it is claimed. If your wife claims her 
own SS benefit at age 62, her eventual spousal benefit will 
be less than 50% of your benefit, because the spousal boost 
is added to her early benefit amount. Said another way, any 
time a Social Security benefit is taken earlier than one’s full 
retirement age it is reduced. In your case, when you claim 
your benefits at age 70, your wife will be 63 %. If she is 
already receiving her own SS benefits she will be automati- 
cally deemed to be filing for a spousal benefit at that time, 
and the amount of her spousal benefit will be reduced due to 
starting it earlier than her FRA. 

Hiciwever; if'shee ta. sek wet receiving her own SS:bendlt, 
she will not be deemed as filing for her spousal benefit until 
she files for her own SS on her own work record. The only 
way your wife can get’ the full 50% of your FRA benefit 
amount is hy waiting until her full retirement age to claim 
her benefits. And if you are both in good health and expect 
to live at least until your mid-80’s, your wife waiting un- 
til her FRA to apply will give you the most in cumulative 
lifetime benefits (as well as the highest combined monthly 
benefits). 

Bist kéep in main heat the deciaion ofiweia to claiin ben: 
efits must always take into account current financial needs, 


_ Current health and lifestyle, and anticipated longevity. If you 


don’t need the money right now, and if you’re both in good 
health and expect a long life, then maximizing both of your 
benefit amounts as described above would be a very sound 
strategy.

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Planning Board OKs 
McGrath Highway Building

The project had been ap- 
proved by the Conservation 
Commission on March 6 
and must also go before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Lang aims to build a five- 
story building. The top four 
floors would include the 42 
residential units, all condo- 
miniums. Each condo would 
have two bedrooms. 

The first floor would 
_ include a 37-car garage, 
which would be accessible 
off Newcomb Street. In ad- 
dition to the 37 spaces in 
the first-floor garage, the 
developer. would include 
26 surface spaces in two 
lots — a larger one on New- 
comb Street and a smaller 
one on Spear Street. The 63 
total parking spaces meet 
the zoning requirement of 
1.5 per residential unit in a 
Business C district. 

Robert Harnais, Lang’s 
attorney, said the applicant 
agreed to make improve- 
ments to the- crosswalk 
that spans McGrath High- 
way near Newcomb Street 
and Elm Street as part of 


the project. The improve- 


ments will include flashing . 


lights and a protected island 
in the middle ‘of roadway 


where pedestrians can stop. 
The improvements to the 


the neighbors had about the 
crossing — that is a tough 
road to cross — that’s why he 
did acquiesce and say yes he 
will put it in there,” Harnais 
| 


Harnais said the“ appli- 


cant made. other changes ‘to 
address concerns members 
of the Planning Board raised 
during prior. meetings. 
They include changes to 
the building’s fagade at the 
corner of McGrath Highway 
and Spear Street and addi- 
tional landscaping elements 
— trees and a trellis — along 
the building. 
’. During the public hear- 
ing on project; 11 residents 
voiced their Essar to 
the project. 

Louise O’Brien, a leg 
comb Street resident, said 


the project would exacer- 
bate traffic in the neighbor- 
hood. 

“My biggest concern 
is about all the traffic exit- 
ing onto Newcomb Street. 
Newcomb Street right now 
is already overcrowded,” 
O’Brien said. “If this project 
goes forward and we have 
all those cars exiting with 
the problem we already had, 
it’s just a disaster waiting to 
happen.” 

Spear Street resident 
Butch Campbell was con- 
cerned about parking in the 
neighborhood. He said there 
are 11 on-street spaces on 
the four roads surround- 
ing the proposed building 
— McGrath Highway, Spear 
Street, Newcomb Street and 
Francis Avenue. 

“There are 11 spaces on 
those four streets total that 
you can park in. I don’t care 
if you go there now or if 
you go at 10 in the mom- 
ing or 10 at night, the street 
is jammed now,” Campbell 
said: 

Stephen Holochuck, a 
Francis Avenue resident, 
said the proposed building 
would be too big for the 
neighborhood. He also said 
a fully signalized intersec- 
tion was needed where Mc- 
Grath Highway, Newcomb 
Street and Elm Street meet, 
instead of the improvements 
the developer would © be 
making, to. allow — 
ans to cross safely. 

“People don’t want to 
stop and if you’re trying to 
assert your right as a pedes- 
trian, you’re kind of play- 
ing chicken with them. It’s 
a very big risk to have to 
take,” Holochuck said. “I 
think this isn’t really going 


- to do all that much. I think 


the only thing that would do 


something is a real traffic 


light.” 

Ward 1 Councillor Da- 
vid McCarthy supported the 
project during the Planning 
Board meeting. He said Mc- 
Grath Highway would be 
able to accommodate the 
additional traffic the project 


would bring. 


‘One’ of the reasons I 
support the building is that 
it’s on McGrath Highway... 
McGrath Highway is a 
street that can absorb it,” he 
_ Said, noting traffic woes on 


that road would exist wheth- 
er or not the project would 
be built. 

McCarthy also said he 
would work with the city’s 
traffic department to see if 
more could be done to im- 
prove the intersection of 
McGrath Highway, New- 
comb Street and Elm Street, 
including fully signalizing 
the intersection. 
~ Chris Iannuzzi, an engi- 
neer who peer reviewed the 
project for the Planning De- 
partment, said there were no 
outstanding issues with the 
plan. 

“We have reviewed de- 
sign components of this 
project and we don’t find 
anything that’s detrimental 
to at least conditional ap- 
proval of this project,” he 
said. “We are in favor of this 
development as designed.” 

The board then voted to 
approve the project after 
Rob Stevens, the city’s dep- 
uty planning director, noted 
the plan had the required 
number of parking spaces 
under the zoning code. The 
applicant did receive a park- 
ing waiver from the board, 
but Stevens said that waiver 
was sought because some 
spaces did not have the 
necessary setback from the 


property line.

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Prekindergarten Program 
Sets Student Learning 


By TOM GORMAN 

The Quincy Public 
Schools __ prekindergarten 
program sets the stage for 
students as they begin their 
school path. 

“The — prekindergarten 
program is a vital part of 
our districts and helps sup- 
port early identification and 
intervention of our youngest 
learners,” Erin Perkins, di- 
rector of special education 
of elementary programs, 
* told the school committee 
on March 6 during an over- 
view of the program. “Our 
pre-kindergarten serves 812 
students which is a pretty 
big number.” 

The program is held at 
three locations — Snug Har- 
bor Elementary School, the 
Della Chiesa Eatly Child- 
hood Center, and new this 
year, at the Point Webster 
Middle School. 

The Early Childhood 
Center and Snug Harbor 
have two-day, half day 
classes. for 3-year-olds on 
Monday and Thursday or 
Wednesday and Friday, and 
four-day, half day classes 
for 4-year-olds on Monday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday. 

According to Julie Gra- 
ham, the prekindergarten 
team administrator, the two- 
day class at the Early Child- 
hood Center is an integrated 


“These are integrated 
classes that have seven stu- 
dents identified with special 
needs and eight typically 
developing .role model stu- 
dents in the community,” 
she said. 


Point Webster has four- 


day, half day classes for 
4-year-olds * on Monday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday. _ 

Additionally, the Ear- 
ly Childhood Center and 
Point Webster also host the 
CARES: program, a sepa- 
rate full day program for 
three and four-year olds 
diagnosed with the Autism 
Spectrum Disorder. 

“There are 221 pre-K stu- 
dents at the Early Childhood 
Center — 148 special needs 
and 73 regular education. Of 
the 151 total at Snug Harbor 
there are 73 special needs 
students and 78 typical de- 
veloping peers. At Point 
"Webster, there are 15 regu- 
lar education students and 
19 special needs for a total 
of 34. 

Early Childhood Center 
teacher Laurie Cahill said 
that all pre-K classes fol- 
low the state frameworks 
and standards with the “goal 
of nurturing our students to 
become well-rounded indi- 
viduals,” 

Among the Strategies are 
math foundations, literacy, 
handwriting and “Calm 


Classroom.” The latter en- ° 


hances coping skills. 

Additionally, she  ex- 
plained that theme-based 
play “really enhances col- 
laboration and leadership 
skills, opportunities for crit- 
ical thinking and reasoning, 
and opportunities to practice 
empathy and kindness.” 

Cahill said that prekin- 
dergarten isn’t all about play 
and that students learn and 
practice math and literacy 
skills daily using develop- 
mentally appropriate hands- 
on activities. 

“There’s a lot of learning 
going on,” she said. 

One example is students 
counting gold coins and 
placing them into a lepre- 
chaun’s hat. 

“They're learning to add 
on and take away using their 
math talk,” said Cahill. “It’s 
incredible what they can do 
at such an early age.” 

Cahill also said that 
handwriting skills are taught 
by drawing letters in sand, 
students writing their name, 
and drawing faces on pump- 
kins. 

“These are -all precur- 
sors to writing,” she said. 
“Before we put a crayon or 
pencil in their hand, we are 
going to embed the correct 
strokes and correct habits.”

Jennifer Leary said social © 
science is also incorporated — 
in the prekindergarten cur- - 


riculum. Activities include 
states of matter, such as hav- 
ing students watch ice melt 
to water. — 

Expressive’ language is 
also taught through use of 
vocabulary and grammar 
along with articulation and 
speech fluency. The latter 
helps with stuttering which 
Leary said is normal- for 
3-year-olds. — 

Leary explained there is 
a focus on self-regulation 
where students are taught 
self-control. Games include 
playing slow then fast mu- 
sic where students listen for 
cues which help them listen 
for directions. Students are 


_also taught how to take turns 


during activities. 

Teachers employ sensory 
seating which they say helps 
control impulses. 

“The benefits of self- 
regulation positively impact 
all areas of learning,” said 


Leary. 


Leary said role play is’ 


another activity that helps 
students. One student: will 
play a baker and another a 
customer where they learn: 
interaction. 

Theré are programs pt 
signed for prekindergarten 
students with social and 


designed to increase school

The classroom environ- 
ment focuses on routines 
and structure while the 
Calm Classroom helps re- 
lieve stress and anxiety.

Richard DeCristofaro said 
the district’s prekindergar- 
ten program blends play and 
structure which is an im- 
portant first step in a child’s 
school experience. 

“These kids are learning 
every day and they come 
ready for kindergarten,” he 
said. 

Perkins credits the pro- 
gram’s success because of 
“our talented educators.” 

“We have a dedicated 
staff who stay and work 
with our children every 
day,” she said.

Furnace Ave. Residential Building OK’d

The Planning Board 
signed off on a developer’s 
proposal to construct a six- 
unit residential building on 
Furnace Avenue. 

Darren Maguire is plan- 
ning to raze the two-family 
home now located at 12 
Furnace Ave. and replace it 
with a four-story, six-unit 
building. Each. unit would 
include two bedrooms and 


.900 square feet of living 


space. © 

The plan includes 12 
parking spaces, including 
ones located in a first-floor 
garage. 

The 6,935 square foot 
parcel at 12 Furnace Ave. 
is located in a Business B 
zoning district as well as 
FEMA-designated _flood- 
plain. Edward Fleming, 
Maguire’s attorney, said 
the home now on site is not 
but 
the new building would be. 

_ “The existing conditions 
are completely not flood- 
plain compliant. There is 
a basement in the existing 
home where all of the heat- 
ing systems and utilities ex- 


_ ist,” Fleming said. “The first 
. floor of that existing house 


is also in the floodplain - 
not floodplain compliant. 

“This new building will 
be floodplain compliant.” 

The project has received 


approval from the Conser- 


vation Commission, Flem- 
ing said. It will also require 
approval from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Fleming said the city is 
planning to install a new 
water main under Furnace 
Avenue and then repave the 
street. Maguire“Wwill coordi- 
nate his project with the city. 

“That street will be re- 
paved,” Fleming said. “All 
the potholes and problems 
that exist on that street right 
now will be remedied and 
corrected and the street will 
be much improved. 

One. resident spoke in 
favor of the new building 
during the meeting, and four 
others wrote letters in sup- 
port of the project. 

James Devine, a Cross 
Street resident, said the 
planned building would be 
an improvement. 

“T think it’s an improve- 
ment to the neighborhood,” 
he said. “The building 


looks great and you have 
two parking spots for evéry 
unit.” 

Michael Cronin, who 
also lives on Cross Street, 
said he was not opposed 
to the project but was con- 
cerned about the prospect 
of future development in 
the neighborhood. He also 
called the intersection of 
Furnace Brook Parkway and 
Copeland Street a “disaster” 
running on antiquated teth- 
nology. 

Edward Keljik, the own- 
er of a 56-unit apartment 
building at 33 Furnace Ave., 
wrote a letter to the board 
saying he was concerned 
about the condition of the 
Street. 

“This project in question 
at 12 Furnace Ave. would be 
a wonderful improvement 
to Furnace Avenue, but I am 
unable to support it with the 
current unsafe conditions of 
the road,” he said. “In order 
to drive down Furnace Av-

We’ve 
been at the table for months 
with the U.S. Attorney’s Of- 
fice and folks with the EPA 
working on issues that affect 
the waterways around the 
city. The city has spent tens 
of millions of dollars over 
the last decade working to 
solve some of the challenges 
we face environmentally,” 
Koch said: 

“This city has not ignored 
this issue. Quite frankly, 
we’ ve been proactive on this 
issue right along.” : 

_ The mayor assured resi- 
dents the city’s beaches are 
safe to swim in. 

“The folks that have lived 
here a long time have seen, 
incrementally, the improve- 
ment happening. When we 
were at Wollaston Beach as 
kids, you couldn’t see your 
ankles looking through the 
water. Today, the clarity 
is incredible,” Koch said. 

“The beaches are safe.” 

Residents, he. added, 

‘ should continue to avoid the 
beaches the day after rain- 
storms. 

_ “There was a rule that we 
always as kids shared and 
everyone talked about: The 
day after heavy rain, you 
stay out of the water. It was 
just common sense. Storm 
drains go out into the wa- 
ter and things get into that 
storm drain system. I would 
continue to advise people 
to do that, but the beaches 
are cleaner than they ever 


were,” Koch said. — 

“The reality is there has 
been great improvement 
and we’re continuing down 
‘that road, but I believe the 
lawsuit, and what the EPA 
wants, is far too aggressive 
for the city of Quincy and 
the residents to aff 

The mayor said he was 
looking into the possibility 
of countersuing the EPA. 
That decision, he said, could 
be made within the week. 

Koch was joined’ at his 
press conference by USS. 
.Rep. Stephen Lynch and 
members of the city’s legal 
team. City Solicitor Jim 
Timmins said one issue his 
office and federal attorneys 
could not come to.an agree- 
ment on was monetary pen- 
alties to the city, which the 
Clean Water Act allows. 


’. Timmins said the city want- 


ed to put the money towards 
environmental projects in 
lieu of paying fines. 

“Instead of just paying 
the money in terms of a fine, 
we’d spend the money on 
related projects,’ Timmins 
said. “We felt all along that 
fining a municipality, par- 
ticularly in light of the work 
the mayor has just outlined, 
was inappropriate. That was 
a tension point throughout 
the discussion.” 

Lynch, a South Boston 
Democrat, said the con- 


cems raised in the federal | 


lawsuit are not unique to 


Quincy; sewer and drain - 


systems nationwide can get 
overwhelmed during storm 
events, leading: to discharg- 
es of untreated wastewater. 
Lynch said the federal gov- 
ernment should work with 
communities to make nec- 
essary improvements. 

“The systems that were 
meant to address the weath- 
er patterns of 20 or 30 years 
ago are being overwhelmed 
here, but that is not because 
of the negligence of mu- 
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nicipal and state officials. 
That is because of climate 
change, so we have to rec- 
ognize there is a federal role 
here to help municipalities 
and help the states build re- 
silience into their systems 
and upgrade their systems 
so we can face these new su- 
perstorms that are impacting 
these communities,” Lynch 
said. , 

“I'd like to have a part- 
nership. I don’t want the 
EPA suing the city of Quin- 
cy.” 

The civil complaint filed 
by Lelling alleges water 
quality samples from 2009 
through 2018 show Quincy 
discharged pollutants, in- 
cluding the bacteria com- 
monly known as E. coli and 
Enterococcus, onto Quincy 
beaches and tidal -areas 
along the coastline. It also 
alleges that the water quality 
samples taken from Quincy 
Bay, Sagamore Creek, Town 
Brook, Town River Bay and 
Furnace Brook from ‘the 
period 2009 through 2013 
showed the discharge of 
ammonia, surfactants and 


pharmaceutical compounds, 
which are indicative of sew- 
age waste. In addition, the 
complaint alleges Quincy’s 
sanitary sewer system over- 
flowed on numerous occa- 
sions, resulting in discharg- 
es of sewage and untreated 
wastewater. 

“The Clean “Water Act 
is designed to protect the 
waters of the United States 
for the health and enjoy- 
ment of its citizens,” Lelling 
said in a statement. “This 
complaint demonstrates our 
commitment to ensuring 
that our waters and beaches 
are protected from discharg- 
es such as raw sewage and 
seeks to require that the city 
of Quincy take the impor- 
tant au necessary ria to 
do so.” 

“This complaint repre- 
sents a critical step in the 
ongoing cleanup of Boston 
Harbor and nearby urban 
rivers,” said. Deb Szaro, 
acting administrator of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency’s New England re- 
gion. “EPA is committed to 
ensuring the restoration of 


Boston Harbor and address- 
ing sewage discharges in lo- 
cal communities continues 
in order to protect public 
health and clean water.” 

The Clean Water Act 
provides for monetary dai- 
ly penalties of $37,500 for 
each violation that occurred 
on or before Nov. 2, 2015, 
and $54,833 for each vio- 
lation occurring after Nov. 
2, 2015, Lelling said. The 
complaint seeks the recov- 
ery of penalties and requests 
that the court permanently 
enjoin Quincy from future 
violations of the Clean Wa- 
ter Act. 

Raw sewage overflows 
and inadequately controlled 
stormwater discharges from 
municipal sewer systems in- 
troduce a variety of harmful 
pollutants, including disease 
causing organisms, metals 
and nutrients that threaten 
our communities’ water 
quality and can contribute 
to disease outbreaks, beach 
and shellfish bed closings, 
flooding, stream scouring, 
fishing advisories and base- 
ment backups of sewage.

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Dick Dale, King Of Surf Rock, Dies At Age 81 


Music Legend Who Grew he In Quincy Point Was Proud Of His Hes To The Ci uy

Dick Dale, who grew up 
in Quincy Point before mov- 
ing to California and becom- 
ing the King of Surf Rock, 
died Saturday in Southern 
California. He was 81. 

Mr. Dale was born Rich- 
ard Anthony Monsour in 
1937 in Boston. His family 
would later move to Shea 
Street in Quincy Point. Mr. 
Dale attended Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools before moving 
to California in 1954, where 
he took up surfing. 

Dr. Edward Fitzgerald, 
the executive director of the 
Quincy. Historical Society, 
said Mr. Dale was proud of 
his ties to Quincy. 

“He was very proud of 
his Quincy roots,” Fitzger- 
ald said Monday. “He never 
forgot where he was from 
and remembered Quincy 
and his time in Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools. Quincy and 
Boston were very important 
to him.” 

“He was a very interest- 
ing part of Quincy’s 20th 
century history,” Fitzgerald 
added. 

He noted Mr. Dale’s mu- 
sic was inspired not only by 
his time in Southern Cali- 
fornia, but also reflected his 
Lebanese and Eastern Medi- 
terranean background. 

Mr. Dale appeared at a

event in May 2005, Fitzger- 
ald said. James Edwards, 
the. president of the histori- 
cal society, presented Mr. 
Dale with a commemorative 
plaque mounted on a Fender

The event had a strong 
turnout that made an im- 
pression on Mr. Dale. 

“He was _ genuinely 
touched that this many peo- 
ple in Quincy knew him and 
thought so highly of him,” 
Fitzgerald said. “The after- 
noon was a er oc- 
casion for us.’ 

Fitzgerald’ said Mr. 
Dale’s experience growing 
up in Quincy was typical for 
the 1940s and ‘50s. 

“Tt was a place where he 
could find himself,” Fitzger- 
ald said, noting the late 
Oscar-winning actress Ruth 


Gordon had shared the same 
sentiment. 

Mr. Dale was perhaps 
best known for his version 
of “Misirlou,” a tradition- 
al song from the Eastern 
Mediterranean region. Mr. 
Dale’s recording of the song 
was released in 1962 and 
he performed it the follow- 
ing year on the “Ed Sullivan 
Show.” Mr. Dale’s version 
of the song was featured 
during the opening credits 
of the 1994 Quentin Taran- 
tino film “Pulp Fiction,” the 
soundtrack of which sold 
more than three million cop- 
ies. The film’s popularity in- 


troduced Mr. Dale and surf ~ 


rock to a new generation of 
fans.

In 1986, Mr. Dale and 
Stevie Ray Vaughn recorded 
a cover of the Chantey’s surf 
song “Pipeline,” which was 
nominated for Best Rock In- 
strumental Performance at 
the 1987 Grammy Awards.

Dale worked with 


Leo Fender, the guitar in- 
novator, to design a guitar 
strong enough to withstand 
Mr. Dale’s style of play. The 
Signature Stratocaster was 
dubbed “the Beast.” The 
two also collaborated on an 
amplifier loud enough to fill 
a dance hall. 

Mr. Dale is survived by 
his wife, Lana Dale, and son 
Jimmy.

Smyth said the first 
companies that arrived en- 
countered heavy fire in the 
attached brick building. 
The fire spread inside void 
spaces in the walls up the 
right-hand side of the main 
structure, reaching all the 
way to the attic. The roof 
on the right-hand side of the 
building then started to col- 
lapse, and firefighters had to 
withdraw from the house. 

“At that point, it became 
a defensive attack,” Smyth 
said. 

He said it took firefight- 
ers a couple hours to knock 
down the heavy fire, and 
then smaller pockets of fire 
were put out. 

The fire displaced seven 
residents, Smyth said. No 
firefighters or occupants of 
the apartments were injured. 

Smyth said Sunday’s fire 
caused at least $500,000 
in damage. The roof of the 
building had to be removed 
late Sunday because of safe- 
ty concerns, but whether 
or not the building can be 
saved had yet to be deter- 
mined. 

The building at 37-41 
Copeland St. has an esti- 
mated replacement cost of 
$707,806 and was built in 
1920, according to the city 


assessors’ online database. 

Smyth said the cause 
of Sunday’s fire had yet to 
be determined as of early 
Tuesday afternoon. An oc- 
cupant told firefighters there 
was a couch fire and they 
attempted to extinguish it 
at first, Smyth said. That 
could have caused a delay 
in calling 9-1-1, Smyth said, 
which could have given the 
fire time to grow before fire- 
fighters arrived. 

The five-alarm fire on 
Newport Avenue in Wollas- 
ton on March 12 damaged 
four buildings and displaced 


-some 20 residents. Four fire- 


fighters were injured. 

The March 12 conflagra- 
tion began at 307 Newport 
Ave., located in the block 
opposite the Wollaston 
MBTA station. A passing 
taxi driver was the first to 
alert firefighters to the blaze 
around 9:30 a.m. that morn- 
ing, Fire Chief Jack Cade- 
gan said. 

The building at 307 
Newport Ave. had sat vacant 
since a three-alarm fire in 
November 2015. Cadegan 
Said investigators believe 
the fire started in the base- 
ment of the building and 
could have grown for hours 
before it was noticed. 

“It was probably small in 
origin but had all overnight

to get started,” he said on 
March 15. 

The exact cause of the 
five-alarm fire had yet to 
be determined as of Mon- 
day, said Jennifer Mieth, the 
spokeswoman for the State 
Fire Marshal’s Office. 

The first firefighters on

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encountered heavy smoke 
but no fire, Cadegan said, 
which he called a warning 
sign for a potential flash 
over or smoke explosion.

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Many cities in Massa- 
chusetts are at the forefront 
of combating invasive spe- 
cies, including Quincy. 

An invasive species is 
one that is non-native and 
likely to do harm, often 
displacing and destroying 
plants or animals. They are 
the largest threat to native 
wildlife, ecosystems and, 
according to Jim Doyle, a 
certified arborist at Hartney 
Greymont, a Davey compa- 
ny, “a considerable threat to 
urban forests.” 

Due to the lack of natural 
competitors ahd predators, 
non-native species often 
increase in numbers and 
spread swiftly. Doyle says 
the best approaches for deal- 
ing with invasive species are 
early detection and rapid re- 
sponse. 

“Detecting invaders 
quickly, and responding 
rapidly to eliminate them, 
is essential to limiting the 
impact and cost when: pre- 
vention fails,” says Doyle. 
“Plant diverse, native plants 
and remove invasive plants 
in your garden.” 

It is important to learn 
which invasive species are 
in your area, and what ac- 
tions are being done to man- 


age them. Here are some. 


invasives to look out for:in 
your area; 
Spotted Lenina 

The spotted lanternfly 
is the newest invasive on 
the scene. While it has not 
yet been spotted in Massa- 
chusetts, this invasive plant 
hopper travels quickly: First 


| discovered in 2014 in Penn- 


sylvania, the bug has also 
been detected in Delaware, 
New York and Virginia. 
Early detection is vital for 
the protection of several 
agricultural industries and 
your trees. Ongoing infes- 
tations can be successfully 
treated with the right foliar 
insecticide. 

Emerald Ash Borer 

By now, you’ve prob- 
ably heard of the emerald 
ash borer, often called EAB. 
It’s an incredibly destruc- 
tive invasive insect that was 
first detected in Michigan in 
2002. It took 10; years for 


the pest to make it to Massa- 


chusetts, but in 2012, it was 
found in Dalton. Since then, 
EAB has ‘been detected in 
eight Massachusetts coun- 
ties. 

The entire state .of Mas- 
sachusetts is part of the 
national quarantine zone, 
limiting the movement of 
all hardwood, firewood, 
and green wood products, 
nursery stock, and any plant 
materials from any ash spe- 
cies in an effort to stop the 
spread of this beetle. 

Gypsy Moths 

The gypsy moth is an in- 
vasive forest pest from Eu- 
rope that is one of the most 
damaging tree defoliators 
currently in the’ U.S. These 
hairy creaturés i@re nothing 
new to Massachusetts. 

They were first intro- 
duced in the 1860s by an 
amateur entomologist in 
Medford, and are now well 
established throughout New 


England. They hatch from 


late April to early May in 
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Quincy, and the young cat- 
erpillars begin feeding on 
new tree leaves at the same 
time. 

The city of Quincy has 
implemented control mea- 
sures to help combat many 
invasive infestations. Keep 
in mind that only city trees 
are covered by this treat- 
ment plan. As a homeowner, 
you are responsible for pro- 


tecting your own trees from 


any invasive species. 
5 Things to Know 
About Invasives 
1. Threaten native wild- 
life and ecosystems ‘by de- 


. stroying or replacing native 


food sources. 

2. Push many _ native 
plants ‘and animals to the 
brink of extinction. 

3. Put 70 million acres 
of public and private lands 
at serious risk from 26 dif- 


ferent insects and diseases, 


most of which are non-na- 
tive invasives—according 
to the U.S. Forest Service. 

4. Cause — ecological 
havoc: Some invasives are 
capable of changing ecosys- 
tems, such as changing soil 
chemistry or intensifying 
wildfires. 

5. Cost the US. billions 
of dollars in the effort to 
control or eradicate these 
invaders and restore habi- 
tats such as inedible lands, 
clogged waterways, and 
decimated commercial fish- 
eries. Estimates are that the 
United States spends $138 
billion per year in damage

to stay. “Our challenge is to 
recognize which invasives 
need to be managed and the 
circumstances under which 
management is likely to be 
effective.”

Planning Board Approves 
Willard St. Mixed-Use Project

The Planning Board gave 
the greenlight to a proposed 
three-story building on the 
corner of Willard Street and 
Bates. Avenue that will fea- 
ture ground-level retail with 

12 residential units above. 
The Fleming __broth- 
ers’ plan for the mixed-use 
building at 279 Willard St. 
and 12 Bates Ave. went be- 
fore the Planning Board on 
March 13. The project also 
requires an OK from the 

Zoning Board of Appeals. 
The plan: calls for 3,800 
square feet of retail space 
on the ground floor. The 12 
units would occupy the two 
floors above. Half would in- 
clude one bedroom and the

other half two bedrooms. 
Parking for 38 vehicles 
would be provided in a rear 
parking lot.

two houses; the houses were 
demolished in recent years. 

Rob Fleming said two 
tenants would likely share 
the retail space on the 
ground floor; three would be 
the most retail tenants that 
could move in. 


Coleman Barry, the Plan- 
ning Board’s vice chairman, 
asked Fleming what kind of 
retail tenants would use the 
space. 

“What would: this retail 
be?” Barry said. “I’m al- 
ways really interested in 
what sort of businesses you 
put on the ground in this 
corridor.” 

Fleming said the poten-

_ ty, Minors typically don’t have credit reports, which means 
) that a young person may not find out about issues with their 
credit reports until they first try to get < credit — perhaps even 
‘years later. 

While a security freeze won’t affect anything already on 
your credit report, it restricts access to your report. That 
makes it harder for identity thieves to open new accounts 
using your personal information. With the new law, it’s free 
to freeze and unfreeze your credit file at the three nation- 
wide consumer reporting agencies — Equifax, Experian, 


and TransUnion. To find contact information for placing 


a free credit freeze, visit IdentityTheft.gov/credit bureau 
contacts. 

The new law also lets people like parents, guardians, 
and representatives acting on behalf of a young person in 
foster care proactively protect a young person’s credit file 
by freezing it. 

If the nationwide credit reporting agencies don’t have 
a file-on the child, they will create one so they can freeze 
it. This. record can’t be used for credit-purposes. It’s there 
just to make sure the child’s record is frozen and protected 
against identity theft and fraud. 

Depending on the adult’s relationship to the child, there 
are different procedures to put a freeze ‘in place, Parents 
need to show proof of their authority, like a birth certificate, 
to freeze or unfreeze the credit file for their child under 16. 
The new law says that child welfare or probation agency 
representatives acting on behalf of a young person in foster 
care can request a security freeze for that child. They have 
to show documentation certifying that. the child is in the 
agency’s care, such as a written communication or an of- 
ficial letter from the child welfare or probation agency or 
its designee.

Brewster Ambulance, the 
Red Cross and Ally Slei- 
man, the city’s emergency 
management director, were 
able to provide food to those 
residents and a hotel to stay 
in overnight. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said the city would work to 
assist those displaced by the 
fire. 

“We certainly feel for 
those people who were im- 
pacted. Thankfully there 
was no loss of life; there 
was no major injury. | 
thought our firefighters did 
an extraordinary job with 
that apartment building 
right next door — there were 
people in it, they got them 
evacuated and saved that 
building,” Koch said. 

“Through § emergency 
management, the Red Cross 
and others, we’re working 
with those people that had 
been affected by losing their 
apartments and their homes. 
We’re on that. We’re work- 
ing with the housing author- 
ity as well to try find places 
for these people to live.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain, whose district in- 
cludes Newport Avenue and 

the adjoining neighborhood, 
credited the city’s fire and 
police departments for their 


efforts. 

“I did want to thank Chief 
Cadegan and the Quincy Po- 
lice Department...for being 
so diligent in their response 
to the fire that took place 
Tuesday on Newport Ave. 
across from the Wollaston T 
station,” Cain said the after- 
noon of March 12. 

“As far as I’ve learned, 
there has been minimal hu- 
man damage — some sort of 
minor injuries — but all said 
it’s a pretty devastating fire 
and we hope for the best for 
the occupants of the build- 
ings affected.” 

Cadegan said he could 
recall only two other five- 
alarm fires since 1985, the 
year he joined the depart- 
ment. 

“In 33 years, I think I’ve 
only been to two others I 
remember,” he said, noting 
“the volume of fire we had 
on arrival dictated we had 
no other course,” than to 
call in a fifth alarm. 

“IT couldn’t be any more 
proud of the work the fire- 
fighters did,” Cadegan add- 
ed. 

This was the third fire he 
could recall in that block of 
Newport Avenue.
